Formula For Good Nutrition 
By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


LITTLE © girl, asked 

by her teacher to re- 
peat three words beginning 
with “N” and related — to 
good nutrition, responded, 
“A napple, a negg and a 
norange.” She got “E” for 
effort. 

Sometimes we grown folks 
wonder if we are ever going to 
lear all about nutrition. So 
many new things are belng dis- 
covered. It's all so complicated. 
And now we hear that the 
familar old pie-chart or curt- 
wheel, the Seven Basic Foods, is 
ubout to be revised and simpli- 
tivd. Les hope so. 


Proposals have recently been 
entertained for a new clussifica- 
tivity of essential foods, Into four 
classifications: 1) enriched or 
wholt-graln. bread, flour, 
cereulsy, and polite; 2) meat, 
poultry, Ash, eggs, and Icgumes; 
3) fruits including citrus, and 
vegetables, including green leafy 
and yellow; and 4) milk cheese 
and lee cream, This is duscribed 
us a regrouping rather than an 
omission of any foods. 

You may as well realise that 
it amounts merely to moving 
the checlers into new postitions 
on the byard, It is Intended to 
guide people to a selection of 


foods which will afferd a 
balanced In all nutrients. 

It is possible also to group all 
foods into two categorles—pro- 
lective foods and energy feeds. 
No one has yet suggested just 
om  classification—cats, Maybe 
that is the next step. 

Far be it from om to be dis- 
respectful toward research, but 
It scems to me that we have 
enough classifestions of food- 
stully now to discourage every- 
body but the professionals. The 
Seven Basic Foods chart isn't 
bad. Tt Is simple enough for me 
to understand, and not so tech- 
nical that It takes away my ap- 
petile, It isn't too hard to re- 
mumber, because the groups are 
lagically ussembled. A great 
many people have Incorporated 
its ideas Into their thinking. It 
would scem advisable oot to 
make to many changes In the 
presentation of sclentifNe — idvas, 
unless there is) new scientific 
knowledge to pass along. Thr 
mere chunging of an orrange- 
ment seems to achteve no pur- 
pow except to add to confusion, 
of which there is enough and to 
spaiv, 

However, since everybody ts 
getting Into the uct, here’s an 
answer which I gave once to a 
schoolbcy who asked for a 
dietary formula which would 
help him to a better understand- 
ing of mathematics. I always

wished I could have observed 
his astonishment at recelving a 
mathematicul formula for goad 
nutrition, 1) a multtpitcation of 
all kinds of good food 2) divided 
Into three square meals a day 
ond a reasonable number of adole. 
socm snacks: 3) plus plenty of 
milk; 4) mites any notions that 
diet could contribute to a special 
knowledge of anything. 


Getting right down to serious 
consideration of nutrition, the 
one most important basis for 
good health—-why must we 
clutter it up with Ciseourseing 
complications? Making it ha: 
only confirms the skeptics and 
the careless in thelr erroncous 
ways. Making It simple and at- 
tractive mtght possibly induce 
more people to eat more wlsely 
for their better health. 

Granting the necesshty for 
resepreh and for the compiling 
of more and more knowledge of 
nutritlon for medical guidance, 
thore Is no better way to Induce 
a populace to eat cdérrectly than 
lo teach them to eat as they lke 
and as they ought to, at one and 
the same time. This can br done 
by the cullivatlon of a catholic 
laste and an experimental 
attitude toward foods, with 
emphasis on eating os wide a 
variety available and nutri+ 
tious food-stuffs as posaiblie,

What ds now ieft, and hag 
been pai ly uncovered 
by teams of archaeologists, are 
the foundations of the temples, 
broken pieces of ond 
statues, and a stadium on which

grove has replaced the ancient 
athletes.

Leaped Intd Sea 


Palacmon to -whom the 
temple was dedicated was the 
young son of King Athamas. 
ruler of Boctla, who in Greelc 
mythology, was driven mad by 
the gods and: attempted to 
murder his wife, Ino, and her 
son. 


Ino leaped into the sea with 
her small boy and was drowned. 
Jupiter, instead of sending her 
ghost fo the Tartarus, delfled 
her as the Goddess Leukothesa 
and ber son os the God Palae- 
mon. He then sent Palaemon 
to the Isthmus of Corinth, riding 
on the back of a dolphin. 


The inhabitants of iIsthmia 
built a temple where — sacred 


honour and held the Isthmian 
Games every two years. 


While looking for Palaemon’s 
temple some 20 metres (65 feet) 
southeast of the temple of Nep- 
tune, Professor Broneer un- 
earthed a targe number of 
round vessels used dor meligtous 
ceremonies which were _unilie 
any ever before found in Greece. 


They are open terra cotta. ols 
lamps with the sppearancee 
‘an.upturned mushroom.
